And thas my Weakneſs berein may not be further 
charged upon the People called Quakers, 1 de (in the Sight of 
God) affirm; That Inever was taught any ſuch words among 
them; nor ds I know any ſuchthing tobe held by any of them,

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* Well, 'tis granted that theſe Miracles were only Signs of the 
Goming ot Chrift in Power and * pirit, wherein he was ſpiritu- 
ally on Earth, If ke ſtill ſayes, This only concerned the Deity 
or Omnipreſence of God the Fatker, and not the ſpiritual 
Preſence of the man Chriſt, nor his ſpiritual Manhood : This 
wereto tcll us, that Peter and the Apoſtles only went about 
to cenvince people of an infinite Deity,- and that his infinite

But Srepber tcing 
full of the Holy Ghoſt, ſaw the Glory of God, and jeſus 
ſtanding on his Right Hand, and ſaid, Behold I ſee the Hea-» 
vens opened, &c, Could he wich his Carnal Eyes ſee all chis, 
viz. the Glory of God, his Right Hand, and Jeſus ſtanding 
atit ? And were the Heavens outwardly opened ? What 
mean Conccits haſt thou of Ged and Chriſt ? who allo telleft 
of Stephen's ſeeing Chriſt in Heaven with his Beakbly Eye, it 
bein fronted rk Lord, Anim. p. 14 And did he fee 
the Glory of God and his Right Hand with his Bodily Eye 
alſo? 
Thou fayeſt, Thow wonldeſt nor be guilty of any Carual 
Theughts of God, or his Glory ;, but yet dareſ# not but beliere 
the Scriptures of Trath in theſe Matters, althongh thou ſhouldft 
not ſatis fie thy Reaſon, And addeſt, / do believe the Deity it 
ſelf cannot be ſeen, no Mortal Eye can approach that Invifubili- 
Iy, Þ. 16. 
: And then where do the Scriptures ſay, that Stephen ſaw the 
Glory of God with his Bodily or Carral Eyes ? The Scrip-

Thou comeſt off but 
poorly in this, how poor and Unbelieving Creatures ſerver thou 
conneft #3, p.15. Thou art high and rich in thy own Conceit ; 
but is it not with other mens Notions, -intermixt withthy own =

Cbrift's Sonl or Spirit, an eſſential Part of his manhood, Antid,

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concile theſe words with thy Confeſſion, viz. We ſay, the 
WORD was made Fleſh, Joh. 1.14. andinthat Flijh aſcen- 
ded into Heaven, p. 12. 

We hope thou wilt got ſay, That WORD was made an -

And is Chriſt's Budy in Heaven a Na- - 
tural Earthly Body 2 - If ſo, then he hav.a meaner Body then his 
Saints and Members ſhall have ; theirs ſhall be Spiritual, C- 
leſtial and Glorious : but, alas !

Concerning Chriſt's appearing twice in the mid tof his Diſ- 
ciples, the Doors being ſhut. ?ohn 20. 19, 26. He grants 
here a changeof State and Condition ; but how of ſtate and 
condition, 1f {till but earthly and Natural without any alterati- 
on, either as to the matter or form of a Natural carthly Body ? 
But why do we bring that Scripture ? Was it to prou' that he pe- 
netrated the Doors or Walls? as he ſayes, we ſuppoſ? ', Þ. 5. No, 
we concluded not how, it being a Sign of 'an eniiment Power 
Chriſt had, the Doors being Gur when he appeared-in the 
midſt of them, None of them, nor any other man open'd the 
Doors for im (#5 is confeſt p. 18.) This Scripture was then 
brought by us in order to ſtop W, H's ignorant Intruding into 
things he hasnot ſeen, to avoid unlearned Queſtions, and 
no: make himſelf wiſe above what is written ; he addeth, There 
was then ne queſtion a miracle wrought by im.

Father) as, That be is a FINITE Creature, in 4 natural 
earthly Body in Heaven,and he therein wholly ſeparate(as one 
there circumſcribed or limited) to ſuch a wondertul far Diſtance 
(as is ſuppoſed) from all his Saints and Church on Earth : We 
have ncither thus learnt Chrift, or received the Son of God, 
nor thus read of kim in the holy Scriptures under thoſe Terms ;

SubjeRt, of calling Cnildr:n Innocents, in oppoſition to the 
predeſtinary Point; but thoſe things we ſhall leaie to him, if 
he think #/, H. worth the anſwering. 

In the ſame page W, H. ſhews bis diffatisfation, that ( in 
our Anlwerto his Antidote) we account him a crazed, diſtem- 
pered man, and !aith, That qu: ſtionleſs they have recomnrſe in 
their Thoughts. to that Prophet ef thetrs, William Bayly, whe 
pronounced a dreadful Sentence ag ainſ# me ( Vit. ) that I ſhould 
be mad, - To which we anſwer, that he hath not rightly, or 
wholcly related IV, 8's. words, which were, that if he pe: fiſted 
in this Way of oppeſing the Truth, or did not repent of his 
Wickedne's,that then he ſhould dye mad : Nu in part this is 
c>m? to pals a'ready on him; for let any unbyaſled Perſon 
view his Papers, and mark the Confutions, and Inconſiſtencies 
i1 his Wiitings, and he dothappear fo like a di'comp+ſ-d man, 
& bcſides that little \ it which one would take him te have. thar 
others may, as well as us, count him a crazed man; and for 
what #Y, B, pronounced on him tocome to paſs at his End, we 
lock notfor it, as he falſly imagins, but rather defire his Re- 
pertance, that ſo the puniſhment in that Reſpect may be pre- 
- vented ; and let him leave off to boaſt over the Dead,as ſaying, 
William Bayly was ſoon after cut off by Death at Sea, whether 
by ſhipmrack\sr otherwiſe, he had xt learned, As to that we 
ſhall inform his Ignorance, that /, B, made a Voyage to the 
Barb 1dors, whence returning in a weak Condition, as the 
Ship was homewards bound, near the Coaſt of Eng/a»d he dy- 
cd on his Bed, though vpen the Sea,and ſcnſibly,in Peace _

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the Lord, as ſeveral ſober men can witneſs, who were Hearers

21,would-yindicate one of his Abſurdities (viz. }T hat the Lig he 
within every one us nothing but Nature, which is di filed, and 
the ſame Nature by which we were the Children of 4rath, Ant. 
p. 17. an4 yet ali faith, that it is the Law of A7:ſes written 
in the Heart, in which we think he contradicts himſelf, and 
talks like a mad man, notwithſtanding his ſuppoſed proofin 
Rom. 2.14, The Gentiles do by Nature things contained in the. 
Law, 

And here he brings in one of his obſervations of the Quakers, 
viz. That thty are alwayes much myvid when we do not erve thay 
Hor our to their Light, which they think is due, when we allow; 
to beno mo ethen Nataral, | 

To whi-k we anſwer, that-we may be moved with a godly 
Zeal in our Hearts 2gainft any that ſpeak blaſphemous words 
agaiaſt the Light of Chriſt Jeſus, evea that Light which he en- 
lightneth men and women withal, and doth himſelfreſtific,that 
he is the true Light, John 8. 12. & 12. 36. and it is no other 
Light, that we ſay, then the Light of Chriſt that men are en- 
lightned withal,which we contend for; and it's hard to be born, 
that men who pretend to know the Scriptures of Truth ſhould 
ſo undervalue this true Light, as to call it Narural, yea, cor- 
rupt, or defiled Natare, or to giveit other vilifying Terms, 4s 
this man and many others of his Fraternity have done: And 
yet we arc ready to allow what the Apoſtle hazhin E theſ. d. $. 
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that by Nature we were Children of Wrath, even as others ;, 
but by the Grace of God, through which this Light is given,we 
affirm, that whoſoever embraces and obeys it in the Faith,ſhall 
come to have that Nature changed, by which they once were 
Children of Wrath, to be made Partakers of the Divine Na- 
ture, which the Apoſtle Perer mentions, 2 Per, 1. 4. and that 
is the Nature whereby the things contained in the Law are truly 
done, Rom, 2. 14515. K 

We ſhall pa's over much of his incongruous confuſed Mat. 
ter wherein he hath ſhewen his Folly and Weakneſs, and come 
to that in page 29.where he ſaith, That the People at Hartford 
are to perſwade him to be quiet ameng bu Nesghbours, which 
doubtleſs is a good Caution, and cannot but ſeem good Advice 
if it be but conſidered how muchDiſcord he hath ſtirred vp ſince 
he came ts Hariferd betwixt one Neighbour and another; for 
before we lived much quieter and friendlier then now we do, 
though we could tell him, that the time was when be was ſuſ- 
peed by ſome of his own Hearers to be very like the Quakers 
even ſo much, that he was (aid to preach their Principles, and 
if it ſhould be but candidly laid to Heart by him,doubtle(s he 
cannot but confels that he was then in a better Condition then 
he is now in, and knows that this is true, but it may be he will 
fay ( as we heard he ſhould to one ) that he had beenten times 
a Quaker, which, if true, then we ſay, heſhews his Apoſtacy 
and Uncertainty the more, and ſuch a one ought not to be 
truſted nor believed, 

But the main thing that troubles him is, that we ſhould per- 
{wade his Hearers to give him no more Money, and toanſwer 
that he brings a Compariſon, That could any perſwate the 
Dutch to be quier and grve their Soulditys no more pay, the King 
of France had done his Wark, We ſay that it is known to be 
a common Proverb, That Money u the Sinnews of War;for take 
away the Money and the Services would ceaſe, Now it ſeems 
that Money is the Sinnews of his Cauſe ; fo take away the Mc- 
ney and #:fiam &aworth's Services will ceaſe, But aga'n, in 
page 30, he hath it np [Tor muſt give me no Money] this Fear 
of looſing his Sallery doth much trouble him. ; 
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And u's well (faith he ) f therr Religion be not propagated: 
that ſame Way ;, we know st, 114 great Part it is. To this we 
fay, that it is wel} known, our Religion is not propagated by 
Money, and he himſelf knows ( doubtleſs ) it is not; butin 
all this he will not ſay, that Money is not a midving Cauſe to 
maintain his prexching, for he knows, that if the Money 
were taken away, let who will preach to his Chriſtians at Hart- 
ford, ſince he already ſo ſeverely admoniſheth, and upbraids 
them in this Paſſage, viz, Take heed iſs they ( i. e. the Qua- 
kers') enſnare you by the Gain and Trade of the World, they 
know they bave a Hank upn you this way already, ſome of the 
Town they have won to them by this means, others have abated in 
their Zeal for Chriſt, fearing to looſe thrir worldly Imtereſf a- 
mong the Quakers, page 30, 

What is now the Matter? Is he not angry with ſome of his 
Hearers becaule they are not ſo malicious and reviling a gainſt 
the Quakers as himſelf? orisit becauſe they abate in their 
Gifts and Rewards towards W.H? Had not the People of 
Fartford more need to caution him to take heed of diſhonour- 
ing the Name of Chriſt and the Goſpel, and wearying his hear- 
ers, by reviling and railing againſt the Q»akrs, and by tos 
muci coveting after Money and Lucre, Gifts and Rewards, 
as te Support of his Warfare, tothe making his preaching 
chargeab'e, as well as burdenſom ? which iris to be hoped in 
time many of his Hearers will be weary of, and of his confu- 
ſed, Railing and ſcurrilous Books againſt the People called.
